Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18, 21-23 and 28-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18, 
21-23 and 28-29 are free of prior art rejections. The prior art of record discloses 
tocopherol polyethylene glycol carboxylic acid esters, specifically tocopherol 
polyethylene glycol succinate (TPGS), as a solubilizing agent for lipophilic active 
agents. However, applicant's specification is directed to solubilizing agent(s) not 
disclosed by the prior art. Further, the present agents are an improvement over 
the prior art in terms of the solubilizing agent's low toxicity as compared to the 
prior art's TPGS. See Figure 1 and Example 14.
